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Serious truths. —We call the atrention of our rea- 
ders to the following extracts from ministerial and 
anti-ministerial London newspapers. They will 
there see the impression generally made in Eng- 
land by Sir Francis Baring’s tail of-the evening toast. 
And they will likewise discover, that the people 
of that country are beginning to feel alive to the 
deadly hostility manifested towards them by ¢ve- 
ry act of Mr. Jefferson’s administration. How- 
ever mortifying it may be to see the President of 
the United States so rudely treated by foreigners, 
yet every candid man must acknowledge, that 
great pains have been taken to provoke it. How 
any mortal should have thought of giving the Pre- 
sident of the U. States for a toast, on such an oc- 
casion, we are utterly at a loss to conjecture. It 
must have been known in Great Britain, at the 
time, that Mr. Jefferson and his party were not 
friendly to the struggle that the Spanish patriots 
were making to gain their independence. There 
has scarcely aday passed over our heads for seve- 
ral months, but we have seen them stigmatized 
as outcasts, assassins and rebels, by some one of 
Mr. Jefferson’s tribe of democratic editors. If 
ever a nation had a just cause of war in the eyes 
of God, it must be that of Spain; yet we see 
these hollow-hearted friends to liberty, sighing 
and ionging for the hour to arrive that may bring 
the tidings of their subjugation to the usurper, 
the robber of their rights and their religion. 
With the know'edge of these facts staring the 
gentlemen in the face, who had met in London 
to give adinner to the Spanish Deputies, is it to 
be wondered at, that to have had lihomas Jeffer- 
son, the friend of Bonaparte, thrust down 
their throats, should have produced hisses, and 
fired the company with indignation. As much 
as we regret this indignity towards the Executive, 
still'we are happy to perceive that the people of 
the United States are not confounded with the 
administration. — Ev. Post.

Nothing we believe, could equal the sur- 
prise which was excited at the dinner given 
to the Spanish deputies in the city, so 
much as the chairman’s toasting the presi- 
cent of the United States, a man who is 
notoriously the personal enemy of both the 
Spanish and British nations. ‘The univer- 
Sal hiss however, that followed, rescued 
the company from the shame of participat- 
ingin the sentiments of their chairman, 
und no doubt, sect matters right, as far as 
related to the sense of the country in gen- 
eral, and particularly to that part of it which 
1s comprised in the city of London... As to 
Mr. Jeiferson himself, however we may 














have occasion to complain of him, yet we 
still consider him as having a right to be 
our enemy if he chuses, because he is not 
our countryman ; and for the same reason, 
he may shew his partiality to Bonaparte, 
under whose tyranny America has never 
yet materially suffered, owing to the fro- 
tection indeed afforded her by our navy. But 
why Mr. Jefferson is to be given as a toast, 
at a festival composed of the inhabitants of 
two countries that are struggling for their 
very existence against the arms of his Cor- 
sican friend, the object of his affection, and 
the zdol of his adoration, we cannot con- 
ceive. Why did not Sir Francis give the 
Principal instead of the Underling ? Why 
did he not at once toast Bonaparte himself? 
The hostility, the personal hostility of the 
American President to this country, is as 
clear asnoon day. But if any one should 
affect to doubt this (for really doubt they 
cannot) we shall just mention a few of his 
acts. He personally and individually refus- 
ed to ratify a treaty of amity and commerce 
withus, which two consummate statesmen 
of his own country had signed, sealed, and 
with full powers finally concluded. He has 
taken part with cur enemies, in endeavor- 
ing to force a new maritime law upon us, 
entitling (by the mouth of his Secretary 
Madison) those just and ancient principles 
which we maintain, “ interpolations in the 
maritime code.” He came forward at the 
opening of Congress, and personally accus- 
ed our nation of “ committing injuries and 
depredations on the high scas.” He “inter- 
dicted all our vessels from the harbours and 
waters of the United States,” for an act 
which, whether right or wrong, was com- 
mitted only by one vessel, and not commit- 
ted either in ¢heir forts or waters, but up- 
on the high seas. We in his message to 
Congress (Oct. 17, 1807,) accused our gov- 
ernmentof * prohibiting all commerce be- 
tween States not at amity with us ;” which 
commerce our Government never did firo- 
hibit ; and he with cqual malice abstained 
from making the slightest mention of the 
imperial decrees of Bonaparte, which gave 
birth to those very orders of Council which 
he then so psipably misrepresented. These 
are some smull portion of the acts of thet 
man whom Sir Francis Baring, at a politi- 
cal dinner given in the British Metropolis, 
thought proper to blazon as his friend! 

But with rerardto the Spanish Deputies, 
the case is if possible, worse ; for Spain is 
actually at war with America. Did Sir F. 
Bering never hear ef the disputes about 
Louisiana? Mr. Jefferson’s Message, from 
which w¢ have before quoted, and which is 
tlhe last communication upon this subject, 
informed Congress, as follows : “ Our dif- 
Serences with Spain remain still wnectiled, 
no measures having been taken on Acer part 
to bring them toa close ; yet with their 
subjects on the borders, no new céllisions 
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have taken place. But to our former 
grounds of complaint has been added a very 
serious one, as you will see by the decree 
which is now communicated, &c.” And 
will our readers believe that this decree is 
the celebrated Berlin one, which the Pre- 
sident thus taxes the Spaniards for unwil- 
lingly adopting, though he never says one 
single word against Bonaparte, the origin- 
al author of it; but, on the contrary, de- 
clares, in this same document, immediate- 
ly after he had thus handied England and 
Spain: “ with the other nations of Europe 
our harmony has been uninterrupted, and 
commerce and friendly intercourse (cbserve 
notwithstanding the Berlin decrec) have 
been maintained on their usual footing.” 
And here let us breath awhile, and ask any 
impartial man, whether we have not proved 
to demonstration the point with which we 
first started—that Sir F’. Baring, at a great 
political meeting of the subjects of Eng- 
land and Spain, toasted the direct personal 
enemy of both nations, and the direct friend 
or instrument of Bonaparte, by whom the 
independence of both nations is assailed, 
and who has actually carried into captivity 
the Royal Family of one o®them. 

We shall now enquire what could induce 
the chairman, if he is really in his right 
senses, to give such a man as this for a toast, 
on such an occasion ? The answer to this 
question will be found in the answer to a- 
nother. What is Sir Francis Baring? An 
American merchant; that is, in other 
words, one, it is very evident, whose heart 
and affections are fixed on that country 
where the fountain head of his treasure is: 
we wish he had been an English merchant! 
As TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE, WE SPEAK 
WITH NO HOSTILITY TOWARDS THEM, 
They will be far . cater sufferers than our- 
selves, by the conduct of their President, 
But yet, if we were at war with America, 
we should not drink success to America; 
and by the same rule, as America’s Presi- 
dent has chosen to be at war with us, we 
see an equally strong reason for abstaining 
from toasting him as a friend. 

With regard to the dispute between 
Spain and the United States we say the less, 
because we do not know cnough of it to de- 
clare on which side right way be; but 
yct that dispute existing, and being inflam- 
ed, as we have shewn above, by Mr. Jeffer- 
son, it was such a thing as was never before 
heard of, to tender the name of that same 
Mr. Jefferson, the President of those states 
with whom Spain is at enmity, as a toast 
to Spaniards of honor and rank. 

We are aware that this foolish. conduct 
of perhaps a misguided chairman, ought 
hardly to have become the serious sfbject 
of so long a Cissertation as the present, 
more especially as he has given such a sam- 
ple of himself as will undoubtediy prevent 
bim from being hereafter placed in @ simi- 
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Jar situation : but. this is not our object in 
writing: the more important concerns of 
Rurope have drive the affairs of America 
out of feofle’s Acads. Lt the former are 
settled according to the apparent interests 
and the ardent wishes ef mankind, the lat- 
ter will bend of course : and we shall then 
see Mr. Jefferson who is now cringing to 
Bonaparte with such a spirit as proves he 
is no Englishman in origin, even to the fif- 
ticth generation back, aud in the same spir- 
it insulting the rest of Europe, upon whom 
the Corsican does or would trample; we 
shall then sec this Mr. Jefferson; if he or 
his party is still suffercd to direct the affairs 
of the United States, spurning his present 
friend, and seeking those whom he now 
insults, Spain and England, for the object 
of his future devotions ; and we have, 
therefore, been anxious to enter this re- 
cord of the recent state of his feeling, and 
of the existing aspect of American politics 
towards Great Britain and Spain, two na- 
tions who are fighting in such a cause as 
mever gave equal dignity to arms, since 
there were men created to wicld them.

‘* My Lord—1 have the honour to acquaint your 
Lordship, that Captain Campbell arrived this 
evening with dispatches from Lieutenant General 
Sir Arthur Wellesley, dated Vimeira, the 22d ult. 
giving an account of two victories obtained over 
the French arms in Portugal—the first onthe 17th 
at Zambueica, over the advanced corps of the 
French, consisting of 6000 men commanded by 
General Laborde and Brenier, in whichthe French 
were defeated with the loss of 1500 men, killed, 
wounded, and prisoners; the second over the 
whole of tke French army in Portugal, consisting 
of fourteen thousand men, commanded by general 
Junot, wherein the French were completely defeat- 
ed, with the loss of 13 pieces of cannon 23 tum- 
brills of ammunition, and about 5,600 men, in 
killed, wounded, and prisoners. 

** In consequence of this action, general Keller- 
man arrived with a Flag of Truce at Head Quar- 
ters on the 22d, to treat for terms. 

** Lieutenant General Burrard landed, and ar- 
rived in the field of action after the battle had 
commenced on the 21st ult ; but he generously de- 
clined taking the command from Sir Arthur Wel- 
lesley. On the 22d, Lieutenant General Sir Hugh 
Dalrymple landed and took the command.

The following letter contains some interesting 

particulars of the recent victories in Portugal: — 
‘*‘Vimerra, August 22 

« Since I wrote to you a few days ago, we have 
had a most glorious memorable day for England. 
The French attacked us yesterday in our position, 
with their whole force, near 15,000 men. The at- 
tack was expected at day-break, and would have 
been so, had they not been delayed by the roads. 
We had laid by our arms about two hours, after 
turning out before day break, as usual when the 
40th (part of gen. Furguson’s brigade) had their 
piquet driven in, and we beat to arms. 

** Our noble general (Ferguson) of whose gal- 
lantry and conduct it is almost impossible to give 
an idea, was soon on the mountain, our quarters 
being about half a mile off, in the small town of 
Vimeira. From thence we could perceive the ene- 
my advancing to attack the centre of the army, 
and a strong column marching with cavalry and ar- 
tillery to turn the hill on which our brigade was; 
but as thev had a considerable round to make, we 
had full time to prepare. 

‘Sir Arthur Wellesley, who commanded, (sir 
H. Burtard not being landed) ordered up several 
brigades, and made a most masterly disposition. 
The centre of the army, from which we were di- 
vided by a deep valley, was now attacked with 
great vigor; but the French received such a check 
that we soon had the glory of seeing them stag- 
gered, and then relax in their attack. At this time 
gen. Ferguson's brigade, and that under gen. Spen- 
cer, who commanded this wing, were briskly at- 
tacked; gen. Ferguson, in abou: half an hour after 
the tire commenced, ordered his brigade to charge, 
leading himself, in a manner beyond all praise—it 
is enough to say, the commander in chief considers 
him as having most contributed to the completest 
victory that could be obtained without cavalry to 
follow it up. 

* The French gave way, and were followed with 
three cheers by the whole brigade, a part rallied, 
but ihe 36th and @1st charged them with an irre- 
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sistible impetuosity, led on by gen. Ferguson, and 
drove them from their guns, of which they tock 
four, with as many tumbrills. The victory was 
now certain, though they again rallied once more, 
and were again dispersed by the 71st; our artilery 
completed the triumph of this glorious day. The 
fire for some time was tremendous, and the ficid 
strewed with our brave fellows. In charging the 
guns, my horse, a beautiful creature 1 had received 
but a few days before from Oporto, aud which cost 
me 38 moidores, was shot ia several places, and fell 
dead. I got on another belonging to a dragoon, 
but so tired he could not move, and I had the cloak 
shot away from before me. I thought i: high time 
to dismount, and joined the 36th, who were advan- 
cing, and with them I had the honor to remain du- 
ring the rest of the action. 

*« The loss of the French was very great; wp- 
wards of 3000 killed and wounded left on the field, 
besides prisoners. Our army lost about 700, ana 
a good many officers. 

« The French army was commanded by Junot, 
La Borde, Loison, Chailot, and Brenier; the two 
latter were taken, with a great many officers, and 
13 pieces of cannon. 

** We could adore Ferguson for his bravery, skill 
and coolness, ina fire like hail about him. His or- 
derly, a very fine fellow of the 20th dragoons, was 
shot close to him, and I fear cannot live.

Anticipated News. 
New-Yor«, Oct. 21. 

Important News.—The city isin no small 
tumult at the news brought this morning 
by the Richard, Odiorne, in a short passage 
from Liverpool, and which is nothing less 
than verbal intelligence of a Declaration of 
War on the part of France against the Uni- 
ted States. Ona subject so important, we 
have spared no pains to obtain the most di- 
rect information, and have at length had a 
personal interview with Capt. Odiorne 
himself. The following is the sum and 
substance of this interesting communica- 
tion :— 

That being at Liverpool on the 19th of 
September, and waiting for a wind, he 
learned that the American Consul at that 
place, Mr. Maury, had offered a Marble- 
head schooner, the sum of Eighteen Hun- 
dred Dollars to convey certain Dispatches 
to Washington within a given time, but 
the offer was declined. Application was 
then made to capt. Odiorne, and he agreed, 
on the promise ef handsome doceur, to be 
off in eight hours, whether the wind favor- 
ed ornot. Accordingly be set sail within 
the time, with the wind dead ahead, but 
within a few houvs afterwards as he was 
beating out of the river, the American Con- 
sul chartered and sent off a boat with a 
young gentleman, his clerk, to inform him 
verbally, that a special messenger had that 
moment arrived from London, with the im- 
portant news that #rance had declared War 
against the United S:ates, and advising him 
to drop anchor and insure against a war risk. 
Captain Odiorne wrote him for answer that 
he thanked him for his information and ad- 
vice, but declined to accept the latter, and 
should make the best of his way home. 

Capt. Odiorne informs us, that so unsat- 
isfactory to the English was the convention 
with the French and Russians, that crape 
was worn by the people round the left arm, 
and that sir Hew Dalrymple had been or- 
dered home to be tried.

The N. Y. Evening Post of Friday last, 
containing the preceding intelligence, we 
received yesterday, thro’ the politeness of 
Capt. Edmonds. The same paper contains 
a lengthy detailed account of a convention 
between the British commander in chief 
and the French general, for the evacuation 
of Portugal by the’ French and Russians. 
The definitive convention was signed the 
30th of August. The embarkation to take 
place in three divisions—the first within 
seven days after the date of the ratification. 
Ailthe places and forts occupied by the 
French troops were to be delivered up to 
the British army, in the state they were at 
the date of the convention. The French 
troops to evacuate with their arms and bag- 
fare—not to be considered as prisoners of 
war, but with the liberty to serve again in 
the armies of France. The French army 
to carry with it all its artillery of French 
calibre, with the horse belonging to it, kc. 
To carry also all the property comprehend- 
edunder the name of the property of the 
army, to say, its military chest, &c. 

A convention was likewise entered into 
between admiral sir Charles Cotton and the 
Russian admiral Seniavin, and signed on the 
Srd Sept. for the surrender of the Russian 
fleet then lying in the Tagus. The Rus- 
sian ships are to be sent to England, and 
there held as a deposit by Britain, but to be 
restored to Russia within six months after 
the conclusion of a peace between Britain 
and Russia. The Russian officers and sail- 
ors to return to Russia without any condi- 
tion, and to be conveyed at the expence of 
the British government. 

Also, under the London head of the 12th 
Sept. it is stated that intelligence was 
received at the admiralty-office, of an ac- 
tion in the Baltic between a Russian fleet, 
and two British ships under the command 
of Sir S. Hood combined with a Sweedish 
fleet, in which one of the Russian ships 
were burnt, and that the rest by crowding 
sail took refuge in port Baltic, where they 
were erecting works epon an island for the 
protection of the fleet; but that orders had 
been issued for the embarkation of a body 
of Swecdish troops for its reduction.

For the Balance. 
Messrs. Editors, 

Through an extensive ramble I have 
recently taken, I found no subject of spe- 
culation, more pregnant with negative in- 
struction, than the appearance of profes- 
sional men. ‘lhe system of education pur- 
sued, and the apparently frivolousness of 
its application, as now in practice ; toa man 
who has been accustomed to expect profi- 
ciency coequal with opportunity, and 
profession cquivalent to reality, must be 
contemptible and disgusting. 

But afew years since, liberal education 
was but a more concise description of ge- 
nius and science: a Divine, Physician or 
Lawyer, was an ampler term for talents and 
eminence. ’I'was then, that a feeling and 
pure heart fitted men for the pulpit, and 
rich fraught minds of a firmer texture, that 
led them tothe bar. What qualifications 
are now deemed requisite, may be amusing 
if not profitable, for us to consider. 


‘irst, as to the gentlemen of the bar. As 
preparatory, we will take a cursory view of 
them, in the aggregate, and aficrwards 
sketch a few individual profiles. 

The method taken by law-students to ac- 
quire their profession, is the only one that 
could have been selected totally irrelevant 
to the purpose. Many are bad, but one on- 
ly exactly wrong. It is not my object now 
to propose amendments—but whilst young 
boys are put into offices to remain from 
three to seven years, amidst frolics and dis- 
sipations, with no other controul than their 
inclinations, no guide in their studies but 
their own whims—all that the profession 
can expect, is, each year, anew recruit of 
ideots, sots or blackguards. 

A young fellow when he enters an office, 
first begins to take a view of his situation ; 
and a consequential one he fancies it. He 
must carry his head a little over his neigh- 
ber’s—assume a dogmatical style—crack 
off his bottle or two of wine at a sitting, 
swear roundly, and puff off his cigars with 
a statelier strut—because, forsooth, he is to 
be a lawyer—and lawyers, allthe world 
say, are a set of liberal, jolly, independent 
fcllows. Morality is well enough for 
priests; but characters of such maguitude, 
can be restrained by no rules except their 
own. In dress and gallantry too, they im- 
agine the pre-eminence of their profession 
must be displayed. A few inches more 
tassel to their boots—a few more tacks to 
their ruffles—a sputtering volubility in con- 
versation—a quantum suff. of bows, with a 

liberal exercise of grimace, are now, and 
have been from time wherein the memory of 
man runneth not to the contrary, the means 
by which their professional importance is 
manifested. ‘hese as yet are only the tad- 
poles; their change into practitioners, how- 
ever, requires only a slight metamorphosis. 

Excepting a very few practitioners of 
genus, science and eminence, professional- 
ly and generally, the assertion will be found 
correct, thatthe mass of attornies at the 
different bars throughout the state, are there, 
only because they are too indolent to work 
and too stupid to obtain a livelihood by any 
other means. So much is said about the 
eloquence of the bar, that many suppose 
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there must be a real foundation for all this 
panegyric. Of the few in this state who 
sustain any considerable celeb: ity, still few- 
er can advance but feeble pretensions to the 
character of orators. They are methodic- 
alin their arrangement—logical in their 
ceductions—exhibiting profound research, 
com pounding, comparing and an.lyzing the 
most abstruse and dissimilar subjects, with 
a masterly vigor of intellect—but their e- 
nunciation is harsh, their manner ungrace- 
ful and unimpressive. When they drop 
the gauntlet of argumentation, to sport a- 
mong the graces, and “datten on the moor,” 
all is forced and vapid. Like the sparkle 
of the glow-worm they are visible only 
from the darkness that surrounds them. 
We now see the master who chained down 
our understandings, or opened a well defi- 
ned and iuminous path, through fastnesses, 
wilds and marshes—his sceptre shivered in 
his hand, and himself, valiantly stalking in 
sophomoric fustian. To them aga body, 
these remarks justly apply. We shall at- 
tempt a discrimination, in the sketch of in- 
dividuals. The second grade have no cha- 
racteristic in common ; but each one stands 
an isolated nonpareil. They are “ full of 
sound and fury, signifying nothing.”— 
Quickness of apprehension is an indispen- 
sable requisite in an advocate. These dab- 
blers consider captiousness as equivalent, 
and therefore exert the whole force of their 
impudence to interrupt the progress of a 
suit—chuckling themselves upon anticipa- 
ting many a deadly thrust from the adver- 
sary, and by timely interposition, prevent- 
ing its effect; continually raising objec- 
tions and fuming away in boisterous rant in 
support of them. A person who will have 
the curiosity to attend the inferior courts, 
the judges of which in this state are not 
professional men, will see this petulancy 
in full and nauseous display. Not one so- 
litary gleam of oratory is discoverable in 
this tribe of gentry. Shoukl the magni- 
tude of a subject inevitably excite a novel 
or important idea, they so bespatter, be- 
chatter and distort it, that like a roughly 
daubed drawing, nothing remains discern- 
ible but the blunders “and vandalism of its 
artificer. With them to be flippant, is to be 
fluent; as is grating emphasis force, and 
antic, uncouth gestures, grace. A spatter 
of words is rattled upon the gaping bench 
and jury, and the speaker flourishes him- 
self into a notion that he is an orator, be- 
cause the court and audience have too lit- 
tle regard for him to kick hit out doors. 
And yet these quack mummies filch a great 
proportion of the business from men oi 
substantial merit !
